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ROSES 


All roses flourish best when planted in good, 
rich, well-drained soil in an open, sunny location, 
but sheltered from north winds. They should be in 
beds or borders by themselves where roots of 
neighboring trees or shrubs will not penetrate or 
rob the soil. Make the hole deep (10 to 12 inch- 
es) and be sure that the plant is set low enough 
so that the bud union (graft) is about 1 inch be- 
low the surface of the ground. As you take each 
plant for the packing, soak the roots for several 
hours in water, or better yet, dip them for a 
minute in a “Gro-Stuff” solution, then plant as 
above recommended, 18 inches part. Roots 
should be spread out naturally, the soil pressed 
very firmly around them, then water thoroughly. 
Prune back tops to within 4 to 6 inches of the 
ground when planting, and cover entire plant 
with earth to prevent drying of wood and buds, 
earth protection to be gradually removed after 
the buds begin to grow. Good cultivation and 
thorough watering during dry periods are essen- 
tia] to success. In early summer before the 
weather becomes hot, it is well to cover the bed 
with two inches of lawn clippings. 

The Climbing Roses are quite hardy, but re- 
quire winter protection in places of zero tempera- 
tures. Lay down the canes in late fail and cover

with earth and straw or wrap in straw and bur- 
lap, then mulch with six inches of straw or leaves 
after the ground has frozen. Everblooming Climb- 
ers must be well protected. The Hybrid Teas, 
Polyantha and Floribunda Roses must have win- 
ter protection, especially in the North. After a 
sharp frost, but before severe freezing weather, 
mound earth over and around each plant for a 
distance of 8 to 10 inches, then when the ground 
is frozen down about 2 inches cover around the 
mounds and over them with 6 to 12 inches of 
leaves, straw, sawdust, or shredded cornstalks 
held down with boards. 


Each spring as the Hybrid Teas are uncover- 
ed, the plants should be trimmed of all wood in- 
jured during the winter months. Rugosa Roses 
will require little annual pruning except to keep 
them to the size desired. Climbing Roses, when 
once established, should have no trimming what- 
ever in early spring except to prune out any dead 
wood. Any extensive trimming to Climbers, that 
you find necessary, should be done immediately 
following the blooming period.
